Statement on August 20, 2010 are requested to be expunged as they are deemed to be trade secret 
material, proprietary material, and/or subject to a protective order. The petitioner will retain the 
proprietary information for the period of any patent with regard to which such information is 
submitted. 

3. The information being expunged has not been otherwise made public, except that 
some of the material subject to a protective order has been commingled with non-protective order 
material. The non-protective order material has been resubmitted in a regular Information 
Disclosure Statement. 

4. This petition to expunge is being submitted by the same party who originally 
submitted the Proprietary Information Disclosure Statement.
